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PETITION FOR A RECEIVER

Another Effort to Throw the Eel River
Railway Into the Hands of the Court,

The Wabash Charged with Using the Road to
Destroy Competition—Western Fassen-

ger Rales Slashed Again.

A second effort is making to secure the
appointment of s receiver for the Eel River
road. Parties represented by F. M. Kistler,
attorney, ask for ths appointmenst of a ro-

ceiver and the forfeiture of its charter and
its corporate franchise. The complaint

alleges shat the Wabash company owns and
operates a competing line of railroad, the
wain line of whick parallels the Eel River
roadjthroughout its entire length, anda that,
sioce she Eel River road care into its pos-

session, the Wabash has used 1t for the pur-
pose of destroying comnpetition as a feeder
for its own main line, operating 1t for the
beuetit of its own through traffic and
ignoring and dwarling the proper and
legitimate Dbusiness of the Eei River
road and the sccommodation of its
patrons along its hine, and that it has re-
moved from 18 all the roiling stook, equip-
ment and machinery belonging to the kel
Hiver company and taken the same to its
own masain line, aod so repainted, relettered
snd scatrered it that its identity esn no
lopger be traced; that the Wabash com-
pauy, with the permission of the Eel River
company, has vinnuhy abandoned that
part of the line extending from lLogans-
pvort to Chaly, torn up and destroyed the
switches and side tracks, germit-
ted its track, boildings and bndges
to go to decay, and has dis-
mantlied and destroyed its roundbouse and
machine shops at Logansport and removed
them to Pern, on its main line. The com-
plaint alieges that the pretended lease is
nltra vires and contrary to publio poiloy,
and to the laws ot the State of Indiana;
and that by she surrender and delivery of
said Eel River railway property and fran-
chises into the possession of the Wabash
vompany the Kel Kiver company has vel.
untarily consented to the destrueotion of its
road, and that it can no longer perform 1te
doties and obligartions to the public, as
provided by i1ts charter.

Cannot Reduce World’s Falr Rates,
Stuyvesant Fish, president of the Illi-
nois Central Railroad Company, said yes-
terday, when asked for his views touching
ratlroad matters in!she West, as aflecting

the world's fair in the redunotion of pas-
senger rates to the fair: “The Western

rallroads have gone as far as they can and
probably Yurther than they ought in just-

10e to their share owners, It should be re-
membered that they subseribed not only
to the stock of the exposition company,
but also largely to the debentare bonds.

They have, without exception, added to
their equipment and inourred great ex-
pense 1n remodeling their facilities for
bandling passeugers 1n Chicago.” On the
question of the raising of fairs, Mr, Fish
said: “Far from raising our rates of fare
between Chiecago and Jackson Park,
they bave on special trains been lowered
from 22 cents for single trip to 10 cents,
snd by omitting all intermediate stops
the time has been reduced from thirty
minntes to fifteen. OUn the suburban train
tracks we are now running more than two
hundred regular trains, making stops at
distances averaging balf a mile. To pro-
vide for a olass of passengers who may' pre-
fer to pay & higher fare and to secure re-
served seats in advance we propose to put
on, toward the end of this month, an ad-
ditional serviee of drawing-room cars,
seats in which will be sold on diagrams by
numbers.”

Slashing Passsnger Raten.

The Denver & Rio Grande yesterday put
the fare for the rouud tnp, Denyer to Chi-
cago, at §25 and the Denver-St, Louis round-
trip rate at §27. This is the snswer to the
recent drop of the Atchison from £40 to §35,
round trip between Denver and Chicago.
The Atchison will do nothing immediately

in reply to this reduction, and will await
the resuls of the conference at Denver be-
tween President Heinhart, of the Atchison,
and PFPresidenu Jefirey, of the Denver &
Rio Grande. Uther Western lines are fer-
vently oraying that the presidents may ad-
Just matters so as to avoid any further re-
ductions 1n rates.

The Hock lsland has announced a rouand-
tnr rate from Kasnsas City to points in
Colorado of $25. This rate was made to
meet the ent rate of the Saanta Fe railway
of $30 for the round trip. The representa-
tives of the lines in the Colorade competi-
tion made special rates when the Santa

Fe's reduced rate was made, and now that
the Hock Island hnsi1ollowed with a greater
reduction, the Sauta Feand owlier Colorado
lines will soon announce the same rate.

The Indiana Physio-Medical Association
met yesterday at the hall of the college on
Iudiana avenue, The president, Dr. T. J,
Martio, not being present, Dr. L. 8. Harold,
the vice president, called the meeting to
order with a few sppropriate remarks as
to the duty of the members, Some misesi-
laneous business was transaoted, and then
the associntion adjourned to 2 o'clock, Un
reassembling a commnnication from the
president was read by the seeretary, Dr.
A, W. Fisher, in which he expressed his

regrets at not being present, and urged of-
ficers and members to do well their re-
spective parts of the work and maintain
the snpremaocy gained bv the State assooi-
ation. Quite a number of visitors were
present at thisscssion and were invited to
participate iv the disonasions,

Under the section of theory and practice,
a paver wus reed by the secretary, vre-
pared by Dr. Elizabeth Hoberts, of Con-
neroville, on *“‘liiscase of Children.” The
bhad effect of low burning cosl oil lamps in
sleeping rooms was bronght out. The ex-
perience and oLservations of various mems-
bers condemned the practice as deing
hazardous. The bad eflfects of overfesding
of patients when the appetite returns
after an acute attack of discase, were dis-
cussed,

The section of surgery being called, the
ohairman of the section, Dr. C. A. Hanter,
was fonnd to be shaent on sccount of bad
health. The president appointed Dr, Geo,
Hasty to conduet this section of the
work. He aaid there was a olass
of surgical cases on which he wanted in-
formation, and dotailed the experience he
had had with a dislocated shonlder blade,
ot the sternal end. Thia elicited gunite a
discussion by Drs, Waide, Weisner, An-
thony and others, and the conclusion was
that these are troublosome cases and di’-
ficnlit to retain in plsce. In thres-fourths
of the cases doformity resulis, and the
best sargeons may fail, At S o'clock the
subsection on otology and nassl catarrh
being called. F. G. Anthony, M. ., read a
very intercsting paper on ““Nasal Catarrh.”
which elicited mueh discussion by Drs,
Statiord and Weisner.

The association will meet again this
moruing, when papers and discussions on
theory and praectiocs, gynecoiogy and ob-
stetrics will be continned. The election of
officers will also oceur.

Discusses the Problem.

The machinists’ 1nternational conven-
tion reconvened yesterday, at 5 o'clock,
showing a spirit of business not seen ba-
fore in conventions in this city, even
among labor organizations. The re-
port of President O'Day was read
and referred, but the 1nteresting points

of numerical strength, ete,, were not
ready for publication. The convention

also heard the reports of the grand secre-
tary, grand treasurer, and of the general
executive board, President O'Day an-
nounced the committes on law, naming R.
J. Burke as chairman; also the commitiee

on grievances, of whiech J. J. Creamer was
numwed as chairman. The matters belong-
ing ;o these committees were \hen referred
to them.,

In general business the convention took
op the subject of restriction of immigras.
tion and the establishment of Jabor
bureaus at the eities of New York, Phua.
delpbia and Baltimore. Before the sonti-
ment of the convention had crystallized,
an adjonrnment was taken, and the discus-
sion will be resumed at a later meeting.
The special order for to-day will be the sn
ject of sborter hours of Jabor, bow best to
geoure them and their social and
industrial efiects. During theday the con-
vention went to the Statehounse and was
photographed 1n a large group. Delegates
are still coming 1n, and several are ex.
pected to-day from as far East as Provi-
denoe and from as far South as Chibhuabua
and San Luis Potosi,

Flinsterers Decline to Arbitrate. P

mauds made, The plasterers refuse to ac-
oept the plan, eclaiming that it would be
impraoticable. They hola thata comunt-
tee of man outside of the trade wonld have
no conceptivon of the rights of either party
in the case, The bosses have as yet made
no attemupt to bring in new men and will
nut do so until all artempts at arbitration
bave failed, One of the contractors
claimed that he had three men at work
yesterday but the majority of the twenty
ﬁmployed have done no work since Satur-
ay.

Fainters to Help the Paper IHangers.

Those people who are contemplating
spring improvements 1n the way of wall-
paper will doubtless be somewhat discon-
certed to learn that the paper hangers’
strike is yet apparently far from being set-
tled.
